Heavy Insurance Carried 
Gross Insurance In Canada Placed 
At $6,431,411,000 

Gross insurance in force in Canada 
on Dec, 31, 1935, was $6,431,411,000, 
in which year $200,157,567 in pre- 
miums was paid, $235,838,748 worth 
of insurance lapsed and $299,657,988 
was surrendered, according to a re- 
turn tabled in the House of Com- 
mons by Finance Minister C. A. Dun- 
ning at the request of W..A. Tucker 
(Lib., Rosthern). 

In the same year death claims paid 
were $41,070,312, matured endow- 
ments, disability claims, surrender 
values and dividends pafd were $116,- 
099,518, and policy loans made were 
$73,439,080. 

Insurance in force reached its 
peak of the last 10 years in 1931, 
when it totalled $6,815,403,854. The 
year, 1927. was lowest with $5,179,- 
879,185. Lapses were highest in. 1932 
with $411,222,211. Insurance sur- 
rendered was highest in 1933, at 
$420,361,747, compared to. the 10- 
year low of $103,789,889 in 1927, 

Death claims were highest in 1932, 
at $45,384,243. Loans were highest 
in the same year at $124,982,910.

Prepared For Big Flood 

Pittsburgh’s big downtown depart- 
ment store, Joseph Horne Co., which 
took the rap for about $1,500,000 
flood damage in 1936, was all set this 
time, even if the flood did decide to 
go away from the door. Spectators 
who were around the neighborhood 
when the 1937 water came up the 
street saw what happened: “Alumi- 
num bulkheads were pushed up be- 
hind the glass in 16 big windows and 
bolted tight, others clamped shut 
behind the doors.

Non-Magnetic. Vessel Being Built By 
British Admiralties

naval defence the Admiralty is quiet- 

ly constructing at least one ship with 

a wholly peaceful purpose. In the 


proceeding on the non-magnetic ship 
Research, which is to serve as a 
check on compass errors due to 
magnetism. . : 
She is one of the few all-wooden 
ships now being built in the world. 
The constructors are not allowed to 
use more than 600\pounds of iron in 
the whole of the construction, and 
most of the other metal that will be 
built into her will be son-magnetic.

CHAPTER It. 


It was early in the spring of 1847 
that I first got to know that young 
girl's family, as I played around the| 
Tavern Tyrone at Toronto. It is a 
long journey back, indeed, from lifes 
end to the little boy at the starting 
of it. . 

My family were of the poor Irish, 
A sailing vessel, returning to Que- 
bec for timber, that year called at 
an Irish port to load its decks, as 
cheap cargo, with famished and 
wasted emigrants on their wild flight 
from the famine and the plague. 
Woe'’s me! Unspeakable were the 
miseries of that long, tempest-tossed | 
voyage in a filthy, fever-stricken 
ship. Half its human cargo were 
buried at sea; and as the vessel sail- 
ed past Father’s Point, the waters 
of the St. Lawrence for miles be- 
hind were strewn with bedding toss- 
ed overboard by sailors making the 
decks ship-shape-for port. As a flat 
scow was being towed slowly up the 
river near Prescott, my poor father 
was stricken down. He went under 
shallow earth quickly without bene- 
fit of clergy. My mother wailed 
after the manner of Irish women, 
and counted her silver, It was a 
handful of coppers she had, with a 
few sixpenny bits and a shilling. A 
steamboat brought tke widow Slater 
and her small son to Toronto. How 
fortunate it was she had only one 
child. 

My mother took lodgings with Mr. 
Michael O‘Hogan in a small frame 
house that still stands, in tottering 
decay,on* the east side of York 
Street, a fw doors down from 
Richmond Street. Our living quart- 
ers were upstairs in a small back 
bedroom, which we shared with a 
large family.. She was.only a slip 
of a.girl, and she was one of them 
black Irish. You know what I 
mean? There was the mop of raven 
hair, the swarthy skin and a touch 
of down on the lip. Beyond the cruel, 
desolate ocean, there had been a 
sparkle of fun in her eyes, and the 
tongue of the laughing little baggage 
had been always on the wag. But 
the poor little Irish girl was fair dis- 
traught, now, with. the outlandish 
ways of the crazy, new-world town, 
and sore afraid of its streets infest- 
ed with protestants and nigger folk. 
She was sick at heart; she was 


homesick for the earthen floor of a 


pod cabin, with its friendly smell of 
burning turf and the sour butter- 
milk. 

My mother got odd scrubbing jobs, 
day. work like; and I ran about the 
street, A little lad of eight or. nine 
years has some clear-cut impres- 
sions printed at that age on the 
tender, unscarred membranes of the 
brain; and they remain distinct and 
vivid to the end of his days, I got 
odd jobs myself, splitting kindling 
and doing chores in the.morning for 
Mistress Kitty O’Shea, who lived in 
a little frame cottage where Shep- 


‘| herds Lane now is. She was a jolly, 


ruddy-faced little body with silver 
always in “her pocket; and she had 
fashionable ladies lodging. with her.. 
On fine. afternoons, Paddy Casey 
would come round with his open car- 
riage and spanking pair. Mistress 
Kitty O'Shea and her stylish guests 
were driven slowly up and. down 
King Street to see the sights and 
take the air. Of course, I did not 
understand the business at the time; 


but no’doubt my friend Kitty wanted)’ 


other folk to know the sort of house 
she was running. 

In 1847, there was plenty going on 
in Toronto to fill a young lad’s mind 
and keep his face. agape. We had 
come frém drippy Donegal where, in 
the little pockets and quarter-acre 
patches, “the pratties grow so small 
they have to eat them skins and 
all.””. Toronto seemed to me a stir- 
ring, big town; and things were in 
a constant commotion. Then, too, 
there were the public hangings. Ad- 
venture bunted into a fellow round 
any corner; and there was lots to 
eat.

“Grey “Of Fallodon” 


Biography Of Britain's Foreign Sec- 
retary During Fateful War Years: 
A man who. despised politics, labor- 
ed‘unremittingly to keep Britain out 
of war, and personified in an excep- 
tional degree the qualities of the 
Englishman at his best—such is the 
tribute paid to Viscount Grey by 
Professor G. M. Trevelyan in his

During the early days of the war 
the foreign secretary would go out 
of his way to avoid a company of}. 
recruits marching down a_ street 
packed with cheering throngs. ‘The 
sight cut him to the heart. 

He once said to Lord Robert 
Cecil: “I used to hope that I was 
meant to keep the country out of 
war. But perhaps my real business 
was'to bring her -into it unitedly.”

The first body of a noble belonging 
to the time of the first dynasty of 
Egypt has been discovered by 
young British archaeologist, Walter 
Emery. te 

Mr. Emery found it while excavat- 
ing at Sakkara, near the pyramid of 
Zoser. It has been identified as that.

The body, decapitated by ancient 
robbers, .was found lying in the 
burial pit in the centre of a tomb 
which dates back to approximately 
8,200 B.C. 

Beside the body was a unique vase 
resembling the steering wheelrof a 
motor car and of about the . same 
size, 

The vase was shattered when 
found, but the fragments retrieved | 
from the sand have been pieced to- 
gether and sent to the museum at 
Cairo,

New Alfalfa Type 
Plant Found In Turkey May Be Used 
In Arid Regions Of U.S. 


A plant found in a stony goat pas-| 


ture in northern Turkey gave indica- 
tions of supplying a new type of 
alfalfa for grazing and _ soil-holding 
in the semi-arid regions of the west- 
ern United States, 

Federal plant eXperts said expert- 
ments had proved the plant, known 
as creeping alfalfa, would grow in 
the semi-arid Nebraska sand hills 
‘and was able to withstand close 
grazing and drouth ‘conditions be- 
causé of its strong root system. 

The creeping alfalfa does not grow 
high enough for mowing and so its 
use is limited to grazing, and pro- 
tection against soil erosion. 

The agriculture department is co-
